That tbesaid Association waa organ- 


ized in the year 1879, and tbat from 
tbat time to the present it has been in 
continuous and active operation. 


Tbat on or about tbe first day of 


July of the previous y*ar, the Secre- 
tary of the said Association received 
an official communication, of wbicb 
tbe following is a copy: 


" HONOLULU, June 29,1895. •'-

Boom Association. 
"DEAR SIR:—The Honolnln Library 


and Bead log Boom Association prop-

communication, a period of over fit 
teen years, tbe Association bas never 
been assessed or asked to pay taxes; it 
being understood tbat it was an edu- 
cational Institution, and ageuch en- 
titled to exemption.

In relation to the question pro- 


pounded by Representative Cluney 
regarding certain quantity of opium 
sent to Victoria, B C , in tbe mouth 
of February, 1895, Minister Damon 
read tbe following extract from a letter 
received from F. fi. McStocker, Deputy 
Collector: 
" I beg herewith to submit the fol- 


lowing statement regarding sale of 
opium: During tbe year 1894 several 
attempts were made by Jas. B. Castle 
to sell the accumulations of opium 
stored in the opium vault at tbe Cus- 
tom House, several offers bad been 
made, but none with sufficient guar- 
antees as to exportation—such as land 
ing certificates in port of destination, 
through bill of lading, etc. It being 
deemed wise that personal aftentiou 
should be given tbe matter, the under- 
signed was appointed as an agent of 
tbe Board of Health and directed to 
proceed to San Francisco, thence to 
Victoria and secure the best results 
obtainable, sutject to certain stipula- 
tion regarding shipping, etc. 
Pro- 


ceeding to San Fraucisco I author- 
ized Charles T. Wilder, Hawaiian 
Consul-General, to receive bids for 
the opium; such bids to be submitted 
to me on my return from Victoria, to 
which port I at once proceeded. Ar- 
rived at Victoria and, having placed 
myself in communication with B. P. 
Bithet, Hawaiian Consul at that port, 
aud tbe Customs authorities, I pro- 
ceeded to dispose of the opium ; from 
the start I found that California 
opium, which constituted the bulk of 
that in our hands, being subject to 
heavy duty (United States, $6, Brit- 
ish Columbia, $5 per lb.), and, being 
of very inferior quality, was practically 
unsaleable. 
Finally, arrangements 


were made through B. P. Bitbet & Co. 
for tbe sale of tbe entire lot, the sale 
being1 made subject to approval by 
James B. Castle and on ninety days' 
option being given to that effect. I 
would here state tbat tbe buyer was 
tbe only one either in San Francisco 
or Victoria who bid on total, the 
others declining to consider tbe Cali- 
fornia opium. The sale was as fol- 
lows:

Aside from these general considera- 


tions, which in tbe opinion of your 
petitioners seem to establish a claim 
to a continnance of tbe exemption 
hereto enjoyed, your attention is re- 
spectfully called to ibe following facts: 


1. A large and liberally supplied 


reading room is open at all times, 
with the exception of legal holidays, 
Sundays included, and every one has 
practically free access to and use of 
tbe same irrespective of membership. 


2. A valuable reference library is at 


the service of all persons desiring to 
consult it, including teachers, every 
day and evening except Sundays. 


8. For some years it has been the 


rule of the Association, that all peo 
pie in the Government schools, when 
bringing 
proper 
recommendations 


from iheir teachers, are allowed the 
use of the circulating department free 
of charge. 


4. The Hawaiian Historical Soci- 


ety has accommodations in tbe build- 
ing belonging to tbe Association, and 
a room for the storage of their large 
and valuable collection of books, pam- 
phlets and manuscripts, with the ne- 
cessary cases, shelving and furniture, 
all rent free. 


In the opinion of your petitioners 
these advantages accorded to the gen- 
eral public, and especially the value 
of tbe reading room and reference de- 
partment to teachers and students, to- 
gether with tbe free use of tbe circu- 
lating department, for the pupils of 
tbe Government schools, is a direct 
contribution to the interest of public 
education that should, secure the re- 
versal of this attempted new depar- 
ture on tbe part of the Tax Aes&ssor. 


Your petitioners therefore pray that 
the Legislature will take such action 
as will secure the continuance of the 
exemption tbe Association bas always 
heretofore enjoyed, and believes to 
be entirely reasonable and equitable.

Later he opened a small 
corner store—soda water and cigar 
shop—which constituted his busi- 
ness at tbe time of his arrest, on 
January 9, 1895. He was arrested 
during martial law and kept in jail 
for seven weeks. He was then re- 
leased witbout, as he states, any 
explanation for his treatment by 
the Goverment. 


The Government bas not made a 


reply to Mr. Willis' letter, but 
when it is sent it will probably be 
to the effect that the Hawaiian 
Government will investigate Mr. 
Durrell's case and pass upon the 
merits of his claim.

THIRTY-SECOND DAY, JULY 23D. 
The Finance Committee made the 


following report on the Cable En- 
abling Act. 


Your committee to whom was re- 


ferred Senate Bill No. 12, entitled "An 
Act to facilitate the construction and 
maintenance of telegraphic cables in 
the Pacific," report: 


That they have given it their care- 


ful coufeHeratioa and recommend tha 
it pass without ameridmen1. 


The committee are also of Xbt> opin- 


ion that the Government should take 
irnmediateactlou uaiiersucbAct wbeu 
passed, aud urge that the sentiment 
of the Senate be expressed to that 
effect, by resolution or other appropri- 
ate means. 


The importance of cable communi- 


cation wlih the outer world cannot be 
overestimated, and nobtoue should be 
left unturned by us that can possibly 
facilitate progress toward fecurlng it 
There are many people aud govern- 
ments Interested In the subject, but 
there IB little exact knowledge of pro- 
bable cost and of the plans by which 
the enterpiise t-hail be carried out. 
During the recent debates in Congress 
upon the su'j-ct the estimate of cost 
used by 
different members varied 


from $1,600,000 to $6,000 000. 
Exact knowledge la essential to ac- 


tion. Hawaii cannot, unaided, build 
and operate the cable; but it can, un- 
aided, secure all necessary Inform* 
tion as to exactly what is required and 
aclot-e approximation to Its cost, for- 
mulate plans aud methods of carrying 
out the project an>l submit them to 
other governments for consideration ; 
continually press the consideration of 
the subject, and contribute a sufficient 
amount of financial assistance to mike 
such contribution a material feature 
of the enterprise. 


Agitation of the subject and the se- 


curing of definite knowledge should 
be the watchword of Hawaii, and if it 
is done syt-tematictlly aud intelli- 
gently, your committee are of the 
opinion that they will lead to not dis- 
tant success. 


In the line of disseminating infor- 


mation on the subject, the committee 
recommend that the two reports by 
I»rrin A. Tburston to the Foreign 
Office upon this subject be published, 
as they contain a large amount ol in- 
formation not els-where available, 
except from scattered sources. 


The report was tabled to be con- 


sidered with the bilL 
The committee's suggestion regard- 
ing Mr Tburstou's report was adopted. 


Senator Lyman announced that the 
Joint Resolution regarding tbe.liquor 
traffic bad been handed^ the Presi- 
dent for bis signature 


The Judiciary Committee reported 


on the Act allowing saloon-keepers 
two mouths' extension on tbel r preseu t 
licenses. The members could uot find 
auy good reason why one cla<s should 
be favored to the exclusion of others 
aud recommended the bill to be laid 
on the table.

pay to be regulated by the Legisla- 
ture, this bill provides for only three 
commissioners who shall serve with- 
out pay. Tbe duties of the commis- 
sioners are the same in tbe bill as 
provided in tbe law. 
In botb, ex- 


penses of the commission are to be 
with the approval of tbe Minister of 
tbe Interior from appropriations to be 
made by tbe Legislature. 


Your committee are of the opinion 


tbat an active labor commission, if 
they conduct and carry out their inves- 
tigation-> in accordance with tbe pro- 
visions of this Act will obtain valua- 
ble information and statistics on tbe 
labor question that may prove of great 
value to the industries of this country 
requiring labor, and will tend lo solve 
some of tbe difficult problems con- 
nected witb tills question. In addition 
to the labor requirements of the sugar 
industry, the labor requirements of 
tbe coSee industry which is now tak- 
ing such a vigorous and fresh stan lu 
this country, which, like tbe sugar 
industry, demands a large number of 
laborers, will require tbe careful atten- 
tion of Ibis com mission 


If tbe spirit of tbe law is carried out 


tbe work of such a commlMion will 
prove of e-pecial value at this time In 
connection witb tbe efforts 'of the 
Government to encourage tbe coffee 
aud industries uuder tbe new "laud 
law." 


Your committee are in favor of tbe

NEW ZEALAND TRADE. 


Samoa Unfit for European People 


to Live in. 
„ 


J. Duthie, who has just returned 


from America, in a rtcent address 
before the Wellington, New Zea- 
land, Chamber of Commerce, said 
he looked forward to America as 
being a great market for New Zea- 
land trade. The San Francisco 
service ought to be maintained. 
At Honolulu he had found there 
was a great demand for corned 
meats for stations, and part of the 
supply came from New Zealand. 
As to Samoa, there was a good deal 
of disorganization owing to 
so 


many nations taking a hand in the 
management. They could not in- 
crease the exports of Samoa. That 
country was really of no value, and 
unfit for European people to live in, 
and be did not see that it would be 
of any great advantage to New 
Zealand. 


The 
Sydney Telegraph com- 


menting on Colonial Treasurer J. 
G. Ward's statement at Auckland, 
that there was a reasonable pros- 
pect of as great a trade with Can- 
ada as with Australia; remarks 
that the fact is that Canada takes 
very little from the colonies, even 
with the Canadian service now 
running. There is as much chance 
of New Zealand carrying on an 
interchange equivalent to that with 
Australia with Canada as there is 
with Chili or Peru.

gained at any cost. The cancel!a 
tion of the commissions of the 
numerous vessels used as trans 
ports, in fact throws these vessels 
on the country in such a way thai 
it is practically obliged to look for 
ward with considerable seriousness 
to the proper disposal of the ships 
that they may not become a drug 
on tbe Japanese market to eay the 
least. 


About 1870, Japan had only six 


teen ships of foreign style, of which 
thirty-five were steamers.

Thus, again, be has shown 
his deep regard for his great and 
good friend President Dole at a 
time, strange to say, when the 
American Senate is not on hand to 
iause any miscarriage of the kindly 
intentions. 


On the face of it, the letter re- 


ceived by this Government through 
Minister Willis is a lamb-like crea- 
ture, simple to a degree, with little 
that is boisterous or threatening in 
its make-up. 


There" are, however, interesting 


phases of the incident which may 
indicate the lines along which the 
animosity of tbe Administration 
toward the "Dole government" is 
being developed. In the first place 
the American administration has 
committed itself on the ex-parte 
statement of one of its citizens.

Whether, in view of the feeling

these shores. 


Commissioner Fitzgerald yesterday 
received two letters which are con- 
sidered by him to be the opening 
wedge for the exposure of some fur- 
ther details of the plot. 


The letters were received by a 


gentleman of this city who for busi- 
ness reasons does not want his 
name mentioned. 
The name of 


the party in Honolulu, who wrote 
the letters is also known, but as to 
his business and ability to carry 
out his proposition further infor- 
mation is expected today. 


The first letter is as follows: 
HONOLULU 
(Hawaiian Island s) 


January 30, 1895—DEAR SIB: I 
would be very pleased to bear from 
you as to the labor market in San 
Fraucteeo, and also if you could se- 
cure work for Japanese whose terms of 
service have e ded at the different 
sugar plautatlons bere. 
Tbe Japanese who are desirous of 


coming to tbe Coast would make ex- 
cellent fruit pickers, and a contract 
could be made after they landed to 
work for their employers by tbe sea- 
son, job. etc., thereby preventing 
strikes at the busiest time. 
Tbe Japanese plantation laborer 


only gets $12.50 per month and fiud 
bis own food, therefore be would be 
quite willing to work on tbe Coa*t for 
tbat amount, with bis board added, 
leaving him say $12 cash. 


If you see your way clear to handle 
these meu, I will secure all who wish 
to come to tbe C<>ast. 


If }ou should see an opening to use 


these men, let me know as early as 
possible, and I will fill your orders.

A letter was seot in reply to this, 


explaining the status of affairs on 
tbe Coast and the condition of the 
labor market. 
Tbe writer in Ho 


nolnln was not entirely satisfied 
and wrote again to the following 
effect: 
rnary 18, 1895— DEAB^IE: YoureTo 
February 8<h to baud today. As the 
steamer Oceanic leaves tomorrow 
reply at once. 


The men I spoke to you of iu a 


former letter will all pay tbeir own 
pus-age up and have a balance on bane 
to keep them until you can place 
them. 


As to the number I could get de- 


pends on the success which tbe first 
lot meets with. If yo-i can place tbem 
with meu wbo will treat them kindly 
and »tart tbem as fruit-pickers at $15 
per month and board I can send aboui 
200 per mouth. 


It would not do for me to send any 
more than you would place quickly, 
because tbeir countrymen wbo have 
been in California before tbem would 
try and influence tbem to get higher 
pay. 


Another thing. By shipping them 


up in small numbers it's not likely to 
create notice, but a big number by 
steamer might do so. 


In tbe event of your sending me a 


favorable answer it would be neces 
sary to find a Japanese lodging house 
or hotel where tbey could stay until 
you needed tbem. 


P ease be good enough to drop me a 
line by next mail. Yours very truly, 


When this letter was received all 


negotiations between the parties 
were stopped. The party who re 
ceived the letters here has since 
been informed that this party is 
sending these Japanese by way of 
Victoria, and many of them are 
making their way here. 


Mr. Fitzgerald is getting ready 


his memorial to Congress asking 
that Japanese immigration to the 
United States he stopped in the 
same manner as Chinese exclusion 
was accomplished. These letters, 
the originals of which are on file 
in the Commissioners' office, will 
be printed and used as parts of the 
arguments to be submitted to Con- 
gress.—S. F. Chronicle, July llth.

NO OPIUM FOUND. 


Lehna Returns from an Unsuccess- 


ful Voyage—Another Trip. 


The revenue cutter Lebua came 


into port yesterday morning after 
an unsuccessful search for the 
Norma opium. The vessel left 
port on Saturday evening for La- 
haina, reaching there at 11 o'clock 
Sunday. 
Information was receiv- 


ed that Sheriff Andrews and Frank 
Johnson, the latter under arrest, 
were at a point on Lanai looking 
for the opium. The vessel left at 
noon for Lanai and found Andrews 
and bis party. Johnson furnished 
a diagram showing the exact spot 
where the 730 pounds of opium 
had been anchored, but a careful 
search made by divers failed to 
find any sign of the drug. 


It is believed that the opium 


was secured by the mate of the 
Norma, who left here ia February, 
acd has not been seen or heard of 
since. 
The Lebua will be handed over

DEAE, dear ! When you come to think of it 
how closely related things are; bow one 
thing brings up another.

A letter I have jost been reading makes

We were taking in 
water through a leak at the rate of six 
inches an boar. 
Working with all oar 
might the foar of as could pamp that oat in 
forty minutes, bat w< mast do it every hoar. 
It was awful work. For two d«ys we kept it 
np,-without sleep. Then we stopped, took 
to the quarter boat and shoved off. The 
sea was quiet—no wind. While we lay to 
within a mile of her the ship threw np her 
noee and went down stern first. We were 
piolted op tbe next day by a Danish brie. 
Now the odd thing is that tbe letter which 
reminded me of tbat experience has nothing 
whatever to say about ships. Please help 
me to find oat the association. 
The lady who writes tbe letter save tbat 
in July, 1881, she got a bad fright. Exactly 
wbal it was she doesn't tell. 1 wish Cue did. 
Anyway it so upset her that she didn't get 
over tbe effects of it for nine years, After 
tbat her appetite fell off; she lust all real 
relish for food, and what she did eat onlv 
made trouble instead of nourishing her. ft 
gave her pain in the pit of the stomach and 
(cnrionsly enoagh) between the shoulders. 
She says her eyes «nd skin presently turned 
yellow as a bntteicjp. Her fnoe and ab- 
domen swelled, and her feet the same, tbe 
latter'-so much so that she w..s obliged to 
have her shoes made larger. 
"I got little sleep nt nieht," she says, "and 


was in so much pain I bad to be propped Dp 
witb pillows. For weeks together I could 
not lie down in bed. I had a dry, hollow 
congh, and tad night nweats.

Tbe association is 
easy and natural. Jost see. The ship sank 
because-we foar men hadn't the strength to 
pomp out tbe water as fast as it came in. 
Twenty men might have got her into port. 
It is the last straw that breaks the camel's 
b«ck; tbe last misapplied need that makes 
poverty abject and desperate. 
These bodies of oars carry the seeds of 
disease with them all the time—chiefly the 
poisons .created by imperfect indigestion, 
made worse by careless habits.

1894, $2 in 1895, $2 in 1896, $2 in 
1897, making the total amount 
available, $700,000. This sum will 
be used toward advancing the in- 
terests of the sugar barons in mak- 
ing satisfactory arrangements fur 
marketing their product and to 
cover expenses connected there- 
with. An tffort will be made to 
make a more beneficial scale of 
prices for sugar with the American 
Sugar Trust tt>an enjoyed at present. 
If this cannot be accomplished, 
then the planters will proceed to 
market their crop to the best ad- 
vantage possible with other par- 
ties. The sugar men say they pre- 
fer to sell their output to tbe Trust, 
but want to be in a po-ition to dic- 
tate instead of being dictated to in 
the matter. Hence tbe organiza- 
tion of the society, if it may be 
termed such. 


The present contract with the 


American trust will expire in 1897, 
and in the meantime various ob- 
jects of the combine will be more 
fully perfected. Some time during 
tbe next month officers will be 
elected and everything in working 
order. 


A clause in the existing agree- 


ment with the American trust al- 
lows 20 percent, of the Hawaiian 
crop to be shipped around the Horn,

DIED IN SOUTH 


Two Well Known Citizens of Hono- 


kaa Succumb to Fever. 


Word has been received at Hono- 


kaa, Hawaii, by letter dated May 
15, from Fort Salisbury, British 
South Africa, of the death of Joseph 
P. Ireland and Charles Schultz, 
while prospecting in the vicinity of 
Buleuwayo, Matabeleland. Bo'hKft 
Hamakua about a year pg<> for the 
gold fields in company with two or 
three others, and the two men died 
of the African fever; as near as 
can be learned, Mr. Ireland in a 
tent iu the camp on January 1st, 
and Mr. Sennit • five days later in 
a store about four miles from tbe 
camp. A Mr. Clark, who was a 
member of the party, had pre- 
viously been killed by lions and 
carried away. 


Mr. Schultz had been overseer 


on the Kukuihaele Plantation. 


Mr. Ireland was a man some 


thirty-five years of age, and a 
native of Glasgow, Scotland, from 
which place he came to California 
as a sailor's apprentice. He was 
employed in California as a rancher 


as a 
balf- 


and sheep man, and later 
miner, being at one time 
owner of a placer mine, for which 
he refused $14 000, but it soon af er 


vision. Shipping 
between Hono- 


lulu and San Francisco h*e fallen 
off considerably by such a course, 
which is alike regretted by the 
planters and general public.

to Kailua, Kona, writes to a friend 
as follows regarding life in the 
islands: 


You know how disappointed I bavg 


been not to have seeu BO me represen- 
tative Hawaiian Ufa since my coming 
to tbe islands. 
I have seen plenty of 


Americans, Portuguese and Japanese, 
and have really a very good Idea of 
their different ways of livlug, but un- 
til now I have seen scarcely anything 
of the native. 


Honolulu might be a pretty, little 


city in America; tbe same language, 
the same social life and tbe same 
ideas. 
One sees Hawalians on tbe 


street, and, if interested, reads about 
them and learns something of their 
history; but does not /eel aa if in 
their country. 
There is tbe constant 


longing to have lived in the old re- 
gime, when it was Hawaii, and not to 
all intents and purposes an American 
colony. 


The cane fields take all the tropical 
look oat of the districts wbere the 
large plantations are situated 
After 
a number of months at the Islands, 
my first glimpse of the wild, volcanic 
aspect that I had associated with this 
mid-Paolflo group of island*, was on 
tbe road between tbe Volcano House 
and Punaluu. Tbe weird, dreary ex- 
pan«e of black lava, witb filauualoa 
looming above, is one of tbe moat fact- 
natiug things I bave seen in my 
travels. It seems to me a great pity 
that tourists PO seldom see what would 
remain indelibly fixed upon their 
minds. If, in visiting tbe volcano, 
travelers would go by Hilo and return 
by Punaluu, I think there would be 
less grumbling about tbe trip, espec- 
ially now that tbe great crater only 
sends forth vapor. Of course, the 
Punaluu road might be Improved, 
but I know you would feel as I do, I 
that you would not bnve misled that 
part of the trip for a good deal. 


When you reach tbe Kona coast 


and eet out of the choppy eea, you 
woufd even forget tbe hard berths 
(why 
don't they bave something more 


comfortable than boards and a micro- 
scopic mattress?) and by the time yon 
reach Kailnayou would decide, as I 
did, to at least stay over one trip of 
the Hall and enjoy Mies Pans' bospl 
taltty, take daily dips in the delicious 
water, study tbe native—and he is 
worth it—see the bills clothed with 
different verdure than the eternal 
sugar oane which makes so much of 
tbe country look like an overgrown 
corn 
field.

JL saiu stay over a trip, but would 


probably—knowing bow our tastes 
agree—decide to remain through the 
summer. There is always a breeze, 
either from tbe sea or mountain, and 
tbe broad verandas and lounging 
chairs galore are most inviting during 
the warmest part of tbe day. But the 
moonlight nigiits! 


We have had a most enjoyable 


week, daily dips iu tbe clear, warm 
water of tbe sea that almost encroaches 
upon the lawn In front of tbe bouse; 
loug siestas on the veranda; a visit to 
the Government school, where the 
native children showed much abilliy 
and good training, and much gazing 
at the ever changing colors of tbe 
Pauiflc. Wednesday night, July 3ii, 
two serenades by natives and tbe 
sound of firecrackers introduced the 
"Glorious Fourth." Thursday some 
friends of Miss Paris came from tbe 
mooutain side to spend tbe day, so 
that the anniversary of the youthful 
Republic was most pleasantly cele- 
brated. 


I am delighted with the natives. I 


find them so friendly and well be- 
haved. They seem thrifty t09» la a 
nice, lazy, tropical way, and mrrteinljt 
show much energy in fishing-; Witt-no 
muscular work. 


If you decide to come to H**ftii let 


me know, and we will spend some 
blissful weeks at Kailua together."

SCHOONER KELLOGG DAMAGED.

A tfstalor, utter making certain apccific 


devibes, deviled tbe residue of bis efelote 
to his w i f e for life, with remainder in 
undivided shares to his children and 
yraiidihi.dren, and gave hiseiecutois 
power to manage his bubiuess, change 
investments, and sell any of the estate 
not specifically devised ; he also di- 
rected that the executors should not be 
compelled to deliver possession to tbe 
grandsons within five years alter the 
decease of his wife; the wife died about 
three years before the testator. 


Held, that the power of sale was not in- 


tended to be exercised after the decease 
of the wife, and that the clause post- 
poning the possession of the grandsons 
was void. 


OPINION OF THE UOUBT BY FREAB, J. 


This is a bill inequity for a declara- 


tory decree upon the rights, duties and 
powers of the plaintiffs who are named 
as executors and trustees under the 
will aud 
codicils of John Thomas 


Waterhouae, deceased. 


The testator, after nominating bis 


wife and his three sons, the plaintiffs, 
" as executors and trustees," devises 
all bis lauds to his wife for life. 
After 


her deceusH he gives his homestead 
premises iu Honolulu to his sons John 
Thomas and Henry in fee, and his 
dwelling bouse and premises in Cedar 
Rapid*, Iowa, to his son William for 
life with remainder over to other men- 
tioned devisees. He then, gives all his 
other property, real, personal 
aud 


mixed, to bis wife for life, " and from 
aud immediately after her death " be 
jives the same in 
equal 
one-fifth 


shares as follows, one-fifth to each 
of his 
three sous, 
the 
plaintiff*, 


one fifth to bis daughter, defendant 
herein, and 
one fifth to bis two 


grandsons, defendants herein, With 
a direction'that tbe grandsons shall 
not 
come into possession of their 


share before reaching 
the 
age of 


twenty-one years respectively. 
He 


then continues: "And I do further 
hereby direct that my said Executors 
and Trustees may in their discretion 
carry on my mercantile business in 
Its various branches aud change and 
vary any of my investments, stocks or 
securities and reinvest tbe proceeds 
hereof and invest any of tbe moneys 


of my estate and change such invest- 
ments aud sell at public or private 
sale any of my real estate (except satd 
htmeatead premises in said Honolulu 
and said dwelling house aud premises 
n said Cedar Rapids) and execute 
good and sufficient deeds of convey- 
ance according to tbe tenure of lands 
so sold to the purchaser or purchasers 
thereof as my said Trustees and' Ex- 


utnra rnav from time to time think 


proper." 


The first codicil provides as fol- 


lows: "I do now will and direct 
that my Executors and 
Trustees 


shall not 
be 
required 
or com- 


pelled 
by my 
said 
grandsons or 


either of them to distribute or account 
to them or either of them for any 
per- 


sonal property or the proceeds thereof 
within eighteen mouths after my said 
wife's decease, or any real estate or 
tbe proceeds thereof within fl?e years 
thereafter. 


"And 
also that if either of my said 


graudsona 
shall die before coming 


into possession of all his share or any 
part thereof under my said will or this 
codicil, the same shall go to bis law- 
ful Issue if any then living, and failing 
such issue then living to my sons aod 
daughters named in my said will. 


"And in all other respects I confirm 


my said will." 


Tae testator died January 8, 1895; 


his grandsons had already arrived at 
th" age of twenty-one years; and his 
wife had died more than eighteen 
mouths (but less than five yearb) be- 
fore, namely December 2, 1891. 


The question upon which instruc- 


tions are asked in whether, as to the 
real estate devised to the grandsons, 
tbe plaintiffs are merely executors for 
the purposes of administration, or ia 
addition either trusteesor donees with 
power to sell. 
Tbe Circuit Judge, 


from whose decree this appeal is tak- 
en, held that they are merely execu- 
tors without power to sell. 


Tbe power of sale contained in the 


will is without express limit as to the 
time within which it might be exer- 
cised; but, since it is given to tbe ex- 
ecutors personally and without any 
expres-ions 
showlug an 
intention 


that it should coniiune longer, 
it 


may, 
taken by itself, be considered 


as limited 
by 
implication 
to the 


lives of the executors and therefore 
not void by tbe rule aealust perpetui- 
ties.

main issue is whether it is limited by 
the will to the life of the w l f e o r l i y 
the codicil to a period extending five 
yearn longer.

the wife, it never cattie into existence, 
heoause she dieil before the testator.

We are f u r i l n r of the opinion that 


tbe power was intended by the testa 
tor to be exercised ouJy during the life 
of his wife. The powei is one to carry 
on the testator's extensive mercantile 
busiueaaau 1 loi-ell any of hlsestare,ri-al 
or personal, except what is specifically 
devl-ed. 
This Is a 
provision that 


would naturally be made for tbe beue 
fit of the wife during the continuance 
of her life estate aud there was appar- 
ently no reason for extending it be- 
yond that time. On the other hand 
there 
is 
manifes'ed an 
intention 


that it should not extend beyond that 
time, for immediately after her death 
all of this property is devised directly 
to each of the testator's sous aud 
daughter and to bis grandsons In the 
proportions named, without qualifica- 
tion except as to tbe sba'O of the 
grandsons,—showing clearly that tbe 
power was not intended to continue 
with reference to the other four shares. 
And, 
since tbe pow^r is ^tven ex- 


pressly with reference to every 
por- 


tion of this property—all five shares- 
so long as it extends to any, and since 
there is nothing in the will or codicil 
requiring Its coutiuuance for a longer 
period as to tbe share of the grandsons 
alone, we must conclude that it was 
not intended to so continue. It was 
evidently intended to continue ouly 
so long as the estate was kept to- 
gether, that i*, during tbe liie of the 
wife, and for her benefit 
Tbe testator 


did not intend that the executors 
should have power to carry on the 
mercantile business aud fell property 
after tbe sons and daughter had be- 
come absolutely entitled to tbelr sev- 
eral shares and might conapul parti- 
tion at any time. 


We have thus far considered the 


express power to sell as a mere power 
and not as coupled with a trust or as 
implying a trust. This seems to be 
all that it amounts to. 
It is in terms 


a mere power and does not require 
title in the executors any more thau a 
power to carry on business and sell 
property at discretion would require 
title in an agent. 
On tbe contrary, 


tbe title to all tbe estate that It affects 
is expressly and directly given to 
those beneficially interested. See 1 
Wms. Ex. 6th Ed. 725. 
But whether 


it implied a tru-t 01 not, it ceased, as 
we have found, upon tbe death of the 
wife. 


If a trust is created or implied by 


other portions of the will, or codicil, 
it ia a general tru-t without power to 
sell except by decree of court upon 
cause shown. 
For 
a 
trustee has 


not, as a rule, power to sell merely 
by virtue of his office. 
There must 


in general be an express or im 
plied 
grant 
of 
power 
in 
the 


instrument creating the trust aside 
from tbe express or implied creation 
of the trust itself. 
But we do not find 


that any trust (except for tbe purposes 
of administration) was created to ex 
tend after tbe death of tbe wife, what- 
ever may have been the 'Intention 
with reference to a trust prior to that 
time 


The direction in the will that the 


grandsons should not come into pos- 
session until they arrived at the age 
of twenty-one years respectively does 
not imply a trust. The share of the 
grandsons was devioed directly to and 
Became vested in them in precisely 
the same way as the other shares 
were devised to and became vested In 
the sous aud daughter, and the'at- 
tempt to postpone tbe possession of 
tbe grandsons' share not only does not 
imply a trust, but if this share were 
devised directly to the executors in 
trust to deliver the possession to the 
grandsons HI LUC <>Su »r t_«.nfl. „«,„, 
the provision would be void and they 
would be entitled to possess on at 
once. Gray, supra, Ch IV. 
Tbe tes 


lator apparently intended to clothe 
the executors to some extent with the 
powers of guardians, which does not 
imply ti le in them; but, assuming 
that be u.-ed apt words to clothe them 
with such powers, they could not ex- 
tend beyond tbe period of minority, 
that is, uuder our statute, beyond the 
age of twenty years. 


Tbe first clause of the 
codicil is 


merely an attempt to lengthen the 
period of postponement mentioned in 
the will and, taken by itself, is void. 
Gray, supra. 


The second clause of the codicil, if 


valid, does not require title in the 
trustees any more than in the grand- 
sous, or any more than the limitations 
over_in tbe clause of tbe will in which 
tbe premises in Cedar Rapids are de- 
vli-ed to the son William requires the 
title to those premises to be in the 
executors during his life. 


No doubt the testator, if he h^d so 


denred, might have created a valid 
trust for five years after the death of 
his wife for tbe protection of others, if 
auy, who might during that time be- 
come interested in the property, out 
he did not do so. The attempted post- 
ponement 
was 
evidently intended 


ouly for tbe benefit of the grandsons. 
1 bis is shown by the postponement 
provided for in the will, which affects 
them only, and of which the first 
clause of the codicil is only an exten<r 
sion, and by the fact that the exeou 
tors might deliver possession to the 
grandsons at auy time even within 
tbe five years. The intention was not 
to protect others in whoce favor the 
estate devised to tbe grandsons might 
become divested, but apparently to 
prevent the grandsons from coming 
into posi-esslou before they would, in 
the opinion of tbe executors, be likely 
to make a proper use of the estate. 


Whether the estate or any part 


thereof which has oecome ves ed in 
the grandsons would become divested 
wider the second clause of the codicil 
in case of tbe death of either before 
actually coming into posse sion ia a 
question which does uot concern the 
executors at present 
Ttiat clause 


does uot authorlz-i the executors to 
withhold from 
tbe grandsons their 


shares 
If either of the grandsons 


dies 
before 
actually receiving

share then it will tie ti ue to decide
